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Warehouse or 
manufacturing? 


Permitting fray hits concrete company 


WILMINGTON - A local 
concrete company ran into 
some roadblocks. with the 
town this spring over discrep- 
ancies in the use of the site. 
Permits obtained by the com- 
pany, Tresca Brothers, indi- 
cated that they are using the 
site to warehouse concrete 
ingredients in silos, but the 
town thinks there may be 
more going on. 

Lehigh Northeast Cement 
Company, located at 90 
Eames Street in Wilmington, 
is a twenty-plus year mem- 
ber of the community that 
receives cement inputs from 
rail cars and stores them 
onsite in silos. 

Tresca Brothers joined the 
Lehigh site on Eames Street 


as part of a joint venture. . 


Tresca Brothers is a cus- 
tomer of Lehigh. 

When ‘Tresca Brothers 
came to the site, the compa- 
ny applied for a building per- 
mit. The company wanted to 
store separate ingredients for 
concfete: sand, aggregate, 
and water, Trucks would then 


back up to the storage facili- 
ty and load the various 
inputs into the mixers before 
Jeaving the site. 

At issue is whether or not 
the site is actually a ware- 
house facility or a manufac- 
turing facility or “batch 
plant.” 

‘Tresca Brothers applied for 
its permit as a warehouse 
facility, similar to Lehigh. 
But Lehigh’s product enters 
and leaves the facility in the 
same form. When the con- 
crete product goes out in a 
Tresca truck, it is as part of 
a mixture. 

By way of example, putting 
chocolate, flour, butter, sugar 
and water in a bow! does not 
necessarily make brownies 
but neither can the individual 
ingredients be extracted once 
put in the bowl. The intent is 
to mix the ingredients togeth- 
er and make an edible treat. 

The previous building 
inspector, Dan Paret, origi- 
nally agreed that it was a 
warehouse facility and the

Peaking power 
plant considered 


Reading and Middleton joint venture

MIDDLETON - The 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) and the 
Middleton Municipal Electric 
Department are working 
together to bring a 100 Mega 
Watt municipal peaking 
power plant to the region. 
RMLD is Wilmington’s sup- 
plier of electricity. Slated for 
Sharpners Pond Road, on the 
town line between Middleton 
and North Andover, propo- 
nents say the site would be 
collocated with an existing 
substation. 

The project, in its infancy, 
has virtually no documenta- 
tion within the public domain. 
Representatives of Reading 
. Municipal Light Department 
referred the Crier to Mark 
Kelly, Manager of the 
Middleton plant, for informa- 
tion on the proposition but 
Kelly did not return phone 
calls before deadline. The 
plant is Kelly’s brainchild. 

Municipal plants provide 
power to the communities 
that construct them as well 
as to communities that sign 
onto the project. Proponents 
argue that it allows munici- 


palities to purchase power 
less expensively and then 
pass that savings onto the 
customer. 4 

Peaking power plants typi- 
cally come online quickly and 
offer power in times of high 
demand, such as mid-sum- 
mer heat waves, or during the 
busiest parts of the day, dur- 
ing peak working hours when 
offices are operating comput- 
ers, machinery, and so forth. 

According to the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Wholesale Electric Company, 
Middleton has 3,223 cus- 
tomers and a Peak Load of 
just over 22 MW while 
Reading has 27,390 customers 
and a Peak Load of just over 
154 MW. 

Yet, demand for electricity 
has dropped in New England, 
in part due to the economy. In 
December a tremendous 
amount of excess capacity 
was left on the table at the 
forward capacity market auc- 
tion, said Erin O'Brien, 
spokesperson for Independent 
System Operator New 
England (ISO-NE), the oper- 
ator of New England’s power

Robert Goldstein 
has said that his client denies 
taking money from Cook 
without his consent.

Cadet Michael Sorrentino experiences West Point

WILMINGTON - Graduating 
from Wilmington High School 
in 2006, Cadet Michael 
Sorrentino left Wilmington to 
attend the United States 
Military Academy at West 
Point located in Hudson 
Valley near New York City. 

“It was a life long goal to go 
to West Point. I have always 
had a strong willingness “to 
serve and I couldn't think of a 
better way to serve my coun- 
try,” Sorrentino said. 

Founded on March 16 1802, 
the Academy has been home 
to several famous leaders of 
American history including 
Ulysses S. Grant, Robert E. 
Lee, Dwight Eisenhower, 
Norman Schwarzkopf, 
Thomas"Stonewall" Jackson, 
Omar Bradley, Douglas 
MacArthur, and George S. 
Patton. “It really is a special 
place,” Sorrentino said. “ I 
walk in the hallways of 
giants.” 

As a member of the class of 
2010, Cadet Sorrentino is 
going into his senior year at 
the academy and is majoring 
in_civil engineering just like 
his father did. “My father and 
I like math and I felt like it 
was a good suit no matter _ 
what my career ends up 


being,” Sorrentino said. 

“I like my engineering class- 
es,” Sorrentino said. “The 
special thing about West 
Point is we have a very strong 
curriculum. Everyone gradu- 
ates with a Bachelor of 
Science degree and during 
the first two years everyone 
takes the same classes. My 
classmates and I are able to 
lean on each other. We do 
everything together.” 

The classes in the first two 
years include a balance of art 
and science courses along 
with five-course engineering 
sequence. Then, the cadets 
are able to branch out and 
specialize in one of the 31 
fields, which include 19 
majors, offered at West Point. 

While at West Point, each 
cadet is involved in the four 
aspects of programs of the 
United States Military 
Academy - academics, mili- 
tary, physical and moral-ethi- 
eal. 

A typical day for Sorrentino 
begins at 6:15 a.m. with his 
entire core going to break- 
fast. “The interesting thing 
about West Point is we eat 
family style;”-Sorrentino said. 

Throughout the day, from 
7:30 a.m. until 4:00 p.m., he 
generally attends about three

classes that last 55 minutes 
long. At noon, everyone gath- 
ers for lunch. After lunch, 
Sorrentino, a civil engineer- 
ing major, may have to attend 
lab for an hour depending on 
the day. 

At 4:00 p.m., another aspect 
of the West Point experience, 
the physical program, begins. 
All the cadets participate in 
some form of physical activi- 
ty such as drills or athletics. 


If students do not participate 
on one of the school’s varsity 
sports there are several intra- 
mural sports or clubs they 
can participate in. Then, din- 
ner is served at 6:00 p.m. 
Finally, around 7:00 p.m. the 
cadets begin their study 
hours until they go to bed.

“There's nothing to do,” is a 
common dilemma for young- 
sters, especially in the sum- 
mer.

Crusaders were state champi- 
ons. The corps traveled to 
Prince | Edward Island, 
Canada in 1975 and were 
hailed as Wilmington’s musi- 
cal ambassadors. 

The principal leaders of the 
corps were Leroy and Ruth 
Wallace, who lived on 
Oakridge _Cirele. The 
Wallaces were also very 
involved with the Wilmington 
Youth Canteen, a popular 
drop:in center for teens. Roy 
was the co-president, along 
with Robert Tillotson. Ruth 
was the jack-of-all-trades sec- 
retary. She did all the work 
that needed doing. 

At the time the Crusaders 
was founded, there was only 
‘the Wilmington High School 
Band, but no elementary or 
junior high bands. The 
Crusaders not only filled that 
void, but provided a spark in 
the lives of many youngsters 
and inspired them to perform 
at a high level. It gave them 
pride, discipline and the joy 
of accomplishment. 

Running a youth drum and 
bugle corps is a challenging 
enterprise, For starters, there

WHO GETS THE HOME- 
BUYER CREDIT? 


The $8,000 tax credit for first- 
time home buyers has a few inter- 
esting wrinkles in it, If a home 
was purchased in the first half of 
this year, buyers can claim the 
credit on a return for 2008; if taxes 
have been filed, they can file an 
amended return. 

Even if you owned a home 
before, you may still be eligible, 
as long as you didn't have owner- 
ship in a principal residence in 
the last three years. 

Note that the credit is offered 
per purchase, not per buyer. 
Married couples can get a credit 
of $8,000 if they file jointly, or 
$4,000 each if they file separately. 
Unmarried couples who buy a 
house together can allocate the 
credit any way they want. For 
instance, if one of them has owned 
a home within the past three 
years, the other partner can take 
the whole credit. Similarly, if one 
person has too high an income to 
ay, the entire credit can go to 

the partner whose income falls 
within the guidelines.

drum, bugle, marching and 
drill. There is the need for 
money to buy instruments, 
uniforms and vehicles. And 
then there is the challenge — 
and reward — of managing a 
large group of kids. 

For several years, the corps 
practiced in the old Grange 
Hall on Wildwood Street. 
That ended in 1968 when an 
arsonist set the hall afire. It 
was torn down three years 
later. 

The Crusaders would meet 
weekly for practice, and more 
often in the summer. The 
corps repeatedly had prob- 
lems in securing a field 
where they could practice. 
After all, band practice can 
be noisy, and marching on an 
athletic field can damage the 
turf. For several years, the 
Crusaders would practice at 
Rotary Park. 

The two primary venues for 
a drum & bugle corps were 
parades and competitions. 
The Wilmington Youth 
Crusaders hosted a competi- 


tion at the high school field - 


for several years, drawing 
thousands of people. 

Occasionally, the corps 
would ‘become heavily 
booked. On the July 4 week- 
end of 1975 provided just one 
example. On Friday, kids 
began arriving at Wilmington 
Plaza with sleeping bags, 
suitcases and uniforms. First 
it was off to Wakefield for a 
parade at 2:00 p.m., then to 
Stoughton for a parade at 6:00 
p.m. 

Arriving back in 
Wilmington at 10:30 p.m., 
they went to the home of one 
of the members for a pool 
party. Two unwilling chaper- 


ones went in the pool, clothes 
and all. Before long, all the 
food was gone, and it was 
time to bed down. They went 
to the VF'W Hall for the night. 
But there was a record player, 
and it never stopped playing 
until morning. 

At 5:30 a.m., they boarded 
buses and headed for 
Lewiston, Maine for a 10:00 
a.m. parade, after which they 
put on an exhibition at the 
Lewiston Fairgrounds. 

The youngsters then spent 
the rest of the day at a carni- 
val. Sleeping quarters provid- 
ed by Pine Tree Warrior 
Drum & Bugle Corps at the 


Lewiston Youth Center. They- 


arrived home Sunday after- 
noon. 

Five weeks later, the 
Crusaders: were off to 
Charlottestown, PEL, 
Canada for the town’s Old 
Home’ Week celebration. 
Several other bands were 
invited, but the Crusaders 
were the number one choice 
of the Canadian town. 

The 67 members traveled on 
two buses, one for boys, one 
for girls. It was a 19-hour trip. 
Other visitors to the town 
were surprised when they 
were told they would have to 
wait until the Crusaders had 
been given their rooms, 
before they could be accom- 
modated. 

But the big story, in the eyes 
of those was the 
Prince Edward Island ice 
cream, The Town Crier story 
about the trip had a headline 
about PEI and ice cream. At 
every meal, there was ice 
cream, huge piles of it, and it 
was self-service. Some kids 
walked away with ice cream 


in 1966. 
cones eight or ten inches 


The Crusaders performed at 
the fairgrounds on Friday 
night. Then on Saturday, 
there was a grand parade. 
When the order of the parade 
was announced, the 
Crusaders were shocked to 
learn they would be at the 
end. They did not realize that 
was a position of honor, so 
they could perform at the 
reviewing stand without hold- 
ing up the parade. 

Hundreds of youngsters 
went through the Crusaders 
program, but none had a 
greater reputation than 
Charles “Silky” Southmayd. 


He was nine years old when 
the Crusaders were estab- 
lished, arid he began playing 
the snare drum. The drum 
was so large that it battered 
him, and Ruth Wallace had to 
bandage and pad his black 
and blues. 

He took up rifle bearing, the 
complicated twirling and 

ing that is seen in con- 
tests, He placed fifth in his 
first contest. 

Later, he took up the bugle 
and became part of a quartet 
that topped many competi- 
tions. 

He finally topped off his 
efforts as drum major, 
becoming one of the most cel-

ebrated drum majors in the 
Northeast. He had rare tal- 
ents, He knew almost instinc- 
tively how to lead and had a 
feeling for directing music. In 
addition, he made a fine 
appearance. 

When he reached retirement 
age at 21, he became an 
instructor. 

Today there are only two 
drum & bugle corps in 
Massachusetts, one in 
Burlington, the other in 
Boston. The Crusaders 
merged with other corps, and 
now there are no sounds of 
drums or bugles on hot sum- 
mer nights in Wilmington.

Stimulus shortchanging infrastructure 


With great fanfare, 
President Obama signed the 
American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act of 2009 
(ARRA) in February of this 


year. The so-called “stimu 


lus” bill carried a price tag of 
$787 billion. Designed to put 
people to work and jumpstart 
the country out of the current 
recession, the jury is still out 
as to the effectiveness of the 
program. Although it has 
only been 5 months and the’ 

‘administration indicates that 
it is a 2-year program, that 
has not stopped the political 
posturing on both sides. 

When the bill was being 
debated in Congress, it 
appeared that investing in 
infrastructure would be a 
major part of the legislation. 
Over the years, many public 
and private organizations 
had been trying to call atten- 
tion to the nation’s aging 
infrastructure. An annual 
report card of the nation’s 
infrastructure by a profes- 
sional engineering associa- 
tion graded it at a D minus. 
Over the years, the call for 
action and funding received 
minimal media coverage. 
Apparently the media felt, 
perhaps correctly, that the 
American public was more 
interested in the trials and 
tribulations of some celebrity 
than deteriorating highways 
and water pipes. But now 
with this legislation there was 
a real opportunity to address 
infrastructure needs. 

The legislation as signed, 
however, does not go far 
enough to rebuild America. 
Only $80 billion of the total 
$787 billion will go to infra- 
structure. And of that $80 bil- 
lion, only $6 billion goes to 
water and sewer upgrades. 
Disappointing. Particularly, 
when you consider that the 
stimulus bill gives $7.2 billion 


to extend broadband internet 
to rural areas. Not much 
comfort in knowing that rural 
Nebraska will be able to 
watch HBO while 100 year old 


) water ‘pipes are bursting in 


Boston. 

Massachusetts will get only 
$185 million (not billion) for 
water and sewer infrastruc- 
ture, of which 20 percent will 
be dedicated to “green” con- 
struction to make facilities 
more energy efficient. The 
MWRA, for example, plans to 
use $1.6 million for solar pan- 
els on the roof of its Deer 
Island Treatment Plant. The 
$185 million is a drop in the 
bucket compared to the. bil- 
lions-needed. 

The ARRA legislation 
should have set aside more 
than 10 percent of ,its funds 
for upgrading our infrastruc- 
ture. Our quality of life and 
economic future are depen- 
dent upon highways, airports, 
mass transit and water and 
sewer systems. Construction 
is a key component of our 
gross domestic product 
because it creates a ripple 
effect through the .economy 
and creates secondary bene- 
fits. Unfortunately, our elect- 
ed officials in Washington did 
not see it that way. 

Perhaps they should have 
taken a page from President 
Franklin Roosevelt's play- 
hook. During the Great 
Depression of the 1930s, 
unemployment soared to over 
20 percent. In 1935 President 
Roosevelt established the 
Works Progress 
Administration (WPA). It 
was to become the corner- 
stone of his administration's 
New Deal. The WPA offered 
work to unemployed blue col- 
lar and white collar workers 
building needed public works 
facilities such as highways, 
bridges, dams, water systems

Many of the WPA projects 
are still in use today serving 
an important function. For 
example, part of Boston’s 
Green Line subway .system 
was constructed with WPA 
workers. Last month when

course on Long Island, they 
were playing on a public 
course in a state park that 
was a legacy project of WPA 


workers. 

What is the relevance of the 
WPA model to today? We 
have increasing unemploy- 
ment (9.5 percent in June) 
and a need to upgrade critical 
infrastructure. It worked 70 
years ago and it will work 
today, if given the chance. 

The country has a history of 
ignoring needed infrastruc- 
ture improvements and allow- 
ing the legacy of previous 
generations to fall into disre- 
pair. And yet the average 
American is more likely to 
have his life affected by an 
infrastructure failure than a 
terrorist attack. The 
American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act of 2009 
missed a window of opportu- 
nity to change that.

TEWKSBURY - This month, 
Tewksbury will begin con- 
ducting a survey of historic 
buildings and sites which 
have importance to the town’s 
history and development. 
The survey will include docu- 
menting over 100 places of 
historical significance within 
the town. 

The Tewksbury Historical 
Commission will manage this 
historic architecture initia- 
tive, The town has hired ttl- 
architects, an experienced 
historic preservation consult- 
ing firm from Portland, 
Maine, to conduct the survey. 
The survey will help the 
Commi n protect the 
town's historic resources, 
including Native American 
and colonial cemeteries and 
architecturally or historically 
significant buildings over 
fifty years of age. Since the 
Tewksbury State Hospital 
campus is already listed on 
the National _ Historic 
Register, its buildings and 
sites have already been sur- 
veyed. This new survey will 
focus on buildings and sites 
throughout the rest of the 
community. The Commission 
has drafted a preliminary list 
of buildings and sites. This 
list is available on the 
Internet at:

The Commission has sched- 
uled an introductory public 
forum about the survey for 
Thursday, July 30, at 7:00 PM 
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to undertake survey of 
Historie bit buildings and sites 


in the Community Meeting 
Room at the Tewksbury 
Police Station, 918 Main 
Street. Representatives from 
the Commission and ttl-archi- 
tects will be on hand to pre- 
sent information about the 
survey and answer questions. 
The Commission, led by 
Chairman James Gaffney ILI, 
will welcome the public’s 
assistance in identifying addi- 
tional historic buildings and 
sites for consideration. 

Funding for the survey will 
come from the Community 
Preservation Fund, as 
approved by Town Meeting in 
the spring of 2008. The 
Community Preservation 
Fund is the repository for 
monies collected since 
Tewksbury’s acceptance of 
the Community Preservation 
Act. At least 10 percent of 
funds collected each year 
must be allocated to historic 
preservation activities. Town 


Meeting approved $28,000 to 
cover consultants’ fees and 
administrative costs for the 
survey. The town hopes to 
recoup some of this invest- 
ment from possible matching 
funds available from the 
Massachusetts _ Historical 
Commission’s Survey and 
Planning Grant program. 

Buildings and sites submit- 
ted by the Commission for 
inclusion in the survey 
include the General Adelbert 
Ames “castle” on Catamount 
Rd, home of the last surviv- 
ing general of the Civil War; 
the First Baptist Church, 
First Congregational Church, 
and Oblate Fathers 
Infirmary; the Center and 
Shawsheen Cemeteries; and 
homes like the Rev. Spaulding 
Homestead on East St., the 
Marshall House on Pleasant 
St., and the Rogers House on 
Whipple Rd.

permit was issued as such. 
The site plan review was 


of the building height, 
increasing the structure from 
40 feet to 48 feet. 

After visiting the site 
Spaulding returned to the 
office and said he did not 


believe that it was a, ware- 


house. In order to be a ware- 
house the product has to go 
out in exactly the same form 
as it entered the site. The 
company said that the trucks 
are not mixing the ingredi- 
ents together until after leav- 
ing the property on the way 
to a job site. 

Spaulding issued a ‘stop 
work’ order on the property 
and told Tresca Brothers that 


they needed a special permit 
for a concrete batch plant as 
well as a site plan review, 
since the planning board 
reviewed the site as a ware- 
house, not as.a batch plant. 
“They are saying the ingre- 
dients aren’t mixed until it 
hits the streets. But once you 
put them in the truck togeth- 
er I believe it to be manufac- 
turing,” Spaulding told the 
Crier. “The town isn’t against 
them, but we want them to go 
in front of a site plan review.” 
The town learned of some 
inconsistencies in the use of 
the site from corporate com- 
titors and their attorneys, 
id Spaulding, who agreed 
once he researched the 
issues. Further, there may 
also be a zoning violation 
where the plant is built 
across the setback and it 
wasn’t caught before. 
Spaulding said that the dis- 
crepancy in the use of the 
site - as well as the setback 
issue - affects the town, the 
applicant, and potentially

cadet from day one is the mil- 
itary program, which gener- 
ally takes place during the 
summer. The summer going 
into his first year, Sorrentino 
participated in Cadet Basic 
Training. In the summer of

During the summer of their 
third and fourth year, cadets 
are placed in active Army 
units around the world in 
order to attend advanced 
training courses such as air 
assault, northern warfare or 
airborne.

“I seek a lot of guidance 
from my parents, classmates 
and officers,” Sorrentino said.

Electricity demand is drop- 
ping due to three factors, said 
O’Brien - the economy, the 
impacts of conservation mea- 
sures, and electricity prices. 

“The forecasts are chang- 
ing,” O’Brien told the Crier. 
“By and large the economy is 
the largest contributor to 
those changes.” 

“Average electricity demand 
from 2007 to 2008 fell 1.9 per- 
cent,” said O’Brien. While 
demand is expected to grow 
over time, the rate of growth 
is down sharply, largely due 
to the stagnating economy.

year, will grow about 0.9 per- 
cent per year. The summer 
peak demand, which is the 
days with the highest usage, 
is expected to grow by about 
1.2 percent per year said 
O'Brien. But New England 
has not seen a peak higher 
than that reached in August 
2006. And recent cool, rainy 
summers will not likely 
threaten those peaks. 
O'Brien added that demand 
resource. development has 
“really taken off in. New 
England.” Demand resource 
development is when inde- 
pendent companies _ start 
developing their own power 
plants, actively taking 
demand off the power grid. 
With more companies gen- 
erating their own electricity 
as well as the general public 
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implementing conservation 
measures and just plain 
turned off by electricity 
prices, demand has dropped. 
As such, another peaking 
power plant project, the 
Billerica Energy Center, 
recently received _ siting 
approval from the Energy 
Facilities Siting Board with- 
drew its permit applications 
because it could not win for- 
ward contracts at the 
December auction. 

However, the owners of a 
municipal peaking plant 
would not necessarily need to 
purchase capacity on the for- 
ward market should enough 
municipalities sign onto the 
project. Being owned by resi- 
dents, there is a strong moti- 
vation to bring the lowest 
prices to ratepayers. 
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Opposition to the site has 
already begun frorh water 
conservationists within the 
already stressed Ipswich 
River Watershed concerned 
about how the plant will 
obtain, use, and dispose of 
water at the site. Area resi- 
dents are also beginning to 
develop opposition to the 
plant on both sides of the 
Middleton and North Andover 
town lines.

Now, the loved ones that I’ve 
got left don’t have to spend 
the day searching for my 
grave in the Tewksbury 
Cemetery. And, I’m sitting 
here banging these keys and 
loving every minute of life, 
= If you’re into counting, this 
olumn is about 1,000 words, 
and I mean every one of 
them. This column comes 
from the heart, and it’s about 
Saying a big thank you to a 
doctor that does much more 
than just talk the talk. The 
guy walks the walk, and that 
is a nice change of pace when 
you figure how many song- 
and-dance men_you run into 
on a daily basis. 

I am a cancer survivor, and 
like many survivors, I’ve got 
a story to tell that usually 
involves a doctor like Ronald. 
Bleday. It’s been over three 
years since I beat down rectal 
cancer, and it was through 
the caring efforts of Dr. 
Bleday that I was ever given 
the opportunity to earn the 
title of ‘survivor’ that I carry 
around these days with 
pride. 

Cancer survivors need plen- 
ty of help, whether it’s a sur- 
geon, oncologist, radiologist, 
social worker, therapist, or a 
chaplain. I had all of the 
above, from Massachusetts 
General Hospital oncologist 
Dr. David Ryan, to Dr. 
Thomas Hong in radiology to 
MGH chaplain Katrina Scott. 
Théy “all were there when it 
counted the most, but it was 
Dr. Bleday and his multiple 
biopsies that caught the can- 
cer at an early stage so that it 
would respond to treatment. 

It was never too late thanks 
to the hands of this surgeon. I 
watched actress Farrah 
Fawcett suffer and then begin 
to die as she documented her 
death from rectal cancer. For 
me, it never got that far. I had 
plenty of help in this fight for 
my life. 

Dr. Bleday was there for me, 


time for this doc to garner 
some headlines-but not sur- 
prisingly, Bleday wants the 
results, not the limelight. 

The 53-year-old doctor will 
be making the 163 mile route 
from Wellesley to 
Provincetown with his wife 
Maureen. It will be their 
fourth Pan-Mass ride, and 
over the years the doctor and 
his wife have raised thou- 
sands of dollars for the 
Jimmy Fund. 

“I’ve been a surgeon ir 
Boston for 18 years, and every 
day I’m amazed by the 
courage of the cancer 
patients that I meet. Whether 
it is after the initial diagnosis 
or years after the battle with 
the disease,” says Bleday. 
“The tenacity and strength of 
my patients and the strength 
of their families is a constant 
source of inspiration for me. 
Maureen and I are riding in 
this year’s Pan Mass 
Challenge to help in the fight 
against cancer-whether it’s 
through more precise 
surgery, better radiation 
techniques, more effective 
chemotherapy or new thera- 
pies. We hope that our efforts 
will help to find a cure.” 

“My wife and I train togeth- 
er and begin doing some 
inside training-primarily 
spinning-in January. We were 
able to get out on the roads in 
mid-April this year, and we 
try and increase our mileage 


on the bike each week until’ 


the second week of July. 

“We peak at 100-120 miles a 
week right around now with 
at least one ride of 50 miles a 
week before the Pan-Mass. 
After that, we do a few short 
rides every other day. All the 
rain saw us doing more inside 
training this year.” 

“The Pan Mass Challenge 
raises money for the Jimmy 
Fund and Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute. All of the 
proceeds go directly to can- 


long that I've lost 
track of the exact number of 
biopsies. I think it’s four, but 
it might be as many as five. 
There is one number that I’m 
keenly aware’of — I’m 54 and 
I'm alive, because the first 
cancer cells that showed up 
were spotted by this doctor. 
He walked into the room and 
gave me the news. If it were 
not for his caring manner, I 
would have struggled with 
what lie ahead-months of 
radiation and chemotherapy. 

Bleday was the front-man 
for all of this, and I will never 
forget that day, after all the 
now-forgotten biopsies. This 
was very real, but this man in 
the white suit with the quiet 
manner made it all much eas- 
ier to take. We had nipped 
this cancer before it could 
take hold and wreck another 
cancer-comeback by yours 
truly. 

Its 150 columns later since I 
came back to these pages- 
and instead of hanging on by 
a thread I’m enjoying every 
minute of my life. I come 
from the school of ‘give it to 
me straight, doc,-and that’s 
exactly what this particular 
doctor did that day way back 
when he told me there would 
no more biopsies-just cancer 
treatment as the real fight 
began. I don’t sugarcoat any- 
thing in this life. I tend to tell 
it exactly like it is-whether 
you like it or not. I don’t hold 
back my emotions either. And 
now, I'll give it to you 
straight, with all the emotion 
that this survivor can muster. 
Dr. Ronald Bleday helped to 
save my life, and I will never 
forget him. You shouldn’t 
either.

DiFronzo to ride in PMC 
in honor of his daughter

Not only is it known to be 
one of the biggest charitable 
events in the country, but the 
annual Pan-Mass Challenge 
bike-a-thon has also helped 
families everywhere come 
together to support a cause 
that has directly affected 
their lives. Tewksbury resi- 
dent Rick DiFronzo, 44, can 
easily relate to the PMC’s 
single hope: to raise money 
for both cancer patients and 
research at the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute through the 
Jimmy Fund. 

On October 6, 2008, Rick lost 
his beloved eight-year old 
daughter Lia to Leukemia. 
Already facing several med- 
ical challenges as a young 
child, such as four open heart 
surgeries to correct a heart 
defect at birth, Lia’s diagno- 
sis of a rare form of 
Leukemia in May 2006 served 
as an even greater obstacle 
for such a young girl to over- 
come. Though she seemed 
like an child who enjoyed 
ordinary hobbies and activi- 
ties such as skating, soccer, 
and softball, Lia had an 
extraordinary amount of 
strength which enabled her to 
fight her illness for two and a 
half years. 

During her battle, Lia 
received two bone marrow 
transplants, one of which was 
from her older brother Rico, 
who is currently 11 years old. 
In addition to these treat- 
ments~she was given heavy 
chemotherapy and radiation. 
Though she eventually lost 
some of the strength she used 
to have to play her favorite 
sports, she still enjoyed other 
hobbies such as music, 
games, and arts and crafts. 

One of the most memorable 
times for both Lia and her 
family was when she was 
given the opportunity to 
become a “Peddle Partner” 
for riders of the John 
Hancock team participating 
in the Pan-Mass Challenge 
from 2007-2008. Each “Peddle 
Partner” is paired up individ- 


ually with a rider, and 
through the special patient- 
rider bond that is created by 
the program, riders are able 
to gain strength and inspira- 
tion from the patients on a 
more personal level. 

“For Lia, this enabled her to 
build a strong relationship 
with the people on the John 
Hancock team in particular,” 
said her father Rick, who has 
been an employee for the 
company for 16 years, “And 
through it we also became 
more heavily involved with 
the Pan Mass Challenge and 
the Jimmy Fund.” 

Although Rick hadn't par- 
ticipated in any major cancer 
fundraisers or charities prior 
to the Pan-Mass Challenge, 
his family has been accus- 
tomed to giving their time to 
the several members of the 
John Hancock team, and Lia 
was even able to pick out 
some of the prizes and raffle 
drawings for the team’s past 
fundraisers. 

However, on August 2nd, 
Rick will be riding in his very 
first Pan-Mass Challenge. 

“I've been trying to ride 
with the John Hancock team 
for the past few years, but 
never got a chance until 
now,” he said. “At first I was- 
n’t even sure if I was going to 
ride in it this year; Lia 
passed and therefore was no 
longer a Peddle Partner. 
However I think it would be 
even better to ride in memory 
of her.” 

In order to prepare for his 
first bike-a-thon, Rick has 
been training with his close 
friend, Tewksbury resident 
Steve Barletta, who is also 
participating in this year’s 
event. The training consists 
of bike rides on the weekends 
and one or two weekdays 
each week. The daily rides 
started out short but gradual- 
ly became longer in distance. 
The pair is currently up to 
about 30 miles for a single 
day’s ride 

“The Barletta family is very 
close to ours, as they helped 
us out a great deal while Lia 
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was sick,” said Rick. “Steve 
has been getting me out on 
rides every weekend, and 
occasionally the weekdays. 
I'm not sure if I would have 
been as well-prepared with- 
out his help.” 

Along with his training, 
Rick has been working 
tremendously hard in the 
fundraising aspect of his 
preparation as well, He has 
recently been trying to 
achieve his individual goal of 
raising $5,000 for the Pan- 
Mass Challenge through the 
Jimmy Fund. He has already 
raised $3,200, which is over 
60% of his initial goal. 

Aside from Rick's efforts 
through the PMC, Rick’s wife 
Laura and son Rico also have 
contributed immensely to the 
Jimmy Fund, having partici- 
pated in its annual walk for 
the past couple years. Rico 
has already worked hard this 
year to raise $1,000 by selling 
cancer bracelets with’special 
logos on them. 

Regardless of the amount of 
money raised, Rick knows he 
will feel good by honoring his 
daughter with his bike ride. 

“Everybody says that while 
riding, the emotions and 
adrenaline rush you get is 
just overwhelming. It is kind 
of an anticipation for me 
right now. 

“I thought for me, this 
would be the year that the 
ride would mean so much to 
me and my daughter, because 
it could be a way for me to 
carry on her memory, inspi 
ration, and her spirit,” con- 
tinued Rick. “It was also 
mean very much to be able to 
raise some money to prevent 
a situation like Lia’s from 
happening to other children.”

That’s the whole plot 
behind ‘Bruno’. If it seems 
kind of simple, that's 
because it means nothing to 
the rest of the film. Just 


Vike in his film Borat, come- 


dian Sacha Baron Cohen 
mixes reality with scripted 
comedy to show a look at 
America that most 
Americans will be very 
uncomfortable with. 

He learned a lesson with 
Borat though - a story can 
really sell the stunts. And 
so this loosely sewn togeth- 
er set of gags shown in a 90- 
minute tale is much more 
entertaining than they 


even more offensive, on so 
many levels. Whether it's 
the one of dozens of homo- 
sexual jokes, the African 
baby he adopts, the Ron 
Paul seduction, or the 
many, many full nude 
scenes, this movie crosses 
the line to the point where 
you wonder if the MPAA 
even watched it. 

That being said, it is 
funny. Really funny. I 
found it hard not to laugh at 
the many antics and sketch- 
es. I felt bad for some of the 
folks, such as Ron Paul and 
the poor preacher he picks 
on. I actualy ws disgusted 
by others, such as the par- 
ents of the babies he inter- 
views for a casting session. 
But regardless - I laughed at 
all of it. If he's good at one 
thing here, it's pointing a 
finger at how silly 
America’s obsession with A- 
list celebrities really is. 

Unlike Borat though, the 
story is not as good and the 
character of ‘Bruno’ is not 
as likable. Cohen and com- 
pany probably upped the 
comedic ante a notch 
because they knew this and 
had to get fannies in the 
seats somehow. While 
Borat was just as silly, the 
narrative was _ strong 
enough to earn an Oscar- 
nomination for screenplay, 
and this story doesn't have 
a chance of that happening. 

On the whole, Bruno 
seems more contrived than 
Borat, boasting more obvi- 
ously staged routines - but 
that doesn’t mean you'll 
laugh any less.

assembling multiple images to 

make a final image, a computer 

graphics artist, and a digital 

effects artist. His stellar early 

work on movies like Deep 

Rising, Daylight and “Spawn” " 

helped him move up the ladder 

at IMG, and in 2000 he worked as the lead digital compositor on 
“The Perfect Storm,” the film adaptation of Sebastian Junger’s 
book about the demise of the Andrea Gail, a Gloucester-based 
fishing boat that starred George Clooney and Diane Lane. 

In 2003, he was the compositing supervisor for Jurassic Park 
III, completing the circle from movie patron to movie produc- 
tion. That led to roles in the Star Wars and Pirates of the 
Caribbean series, the latter probably being his most challeng- 
ing work thus far. Dead Man's Chest features a cast that 
includes an entire ship of ‘fish people’ led by Davy Jones, who 
due to his inability to fulfill his role of transporting the souls of 
those who die at sea has morphed into a half-human/half-octo- 
pus with opposable tentacles that can, among other things, play 
a pipe organ. 

“It was tough because the first ‘Pirates’ movie set the bar so 
high,” said Pasquarello. “Episode 2 and episode 3 (of the Star 
Wars series) were tough, and Star Trek was some of the hard- 
est work we've done.” 

Dead Man's Chest also earned him a VES award, which in 
the effects realm is the equivalent of an Oscar. The ceremony 
is held at the Kodak Theater in Hollywood, the same spot as the 
Academy Awards. 

For the 2009 version of Star Trek, Pasquarello was elevated 
to the role of associate visual effect supervisor, which meant he 
got to be on location as part of the shoot, with the actors, 

“That was really a thrill,” said Pasquarello. 

Part of Star Trek was shot in the parking lot at Dodger 
Stadium, using environmentally-safe shredded paper as snow 
during one of the scenes in which Capt. Kirk visits a planet 
called Delta Vega. Only in the movies could a parking lot of 
perhaps the most idyllic setting in the history of major league 
baseball be transformed into a grim, arctic wasteland. 

Star Trek was released in May, a few weeks before Eddie’s 
father sadly passed away, on June 28. Eddie Pasquarello is for- 
tunate his dad was able to share his son’s most important work 
to date. 

“He was being a dad, going around telling everyone that I 
had gotten a promotion, which is kind of unusual because he 
was such a humble guy,” said Pasquarello. “It’s really a team 
effort to make any film, especially the special effects part of it, 
but I’m glad I was able to make him proud.”
